Alabama Electric Coop- 
erative’s new $12 million 
steam power plant which 
will produce power for use 
by home and industrial 
electric consumers in Cof- 
fee County is nearing 50%, 
completion, Basil Thomp- 
son, AEA manager 
announced this week, 

The new plant, one of 
the largest industrial de- 
velopments now underway 
in South Alabama, is being 
built on the Tombighee Riy- 
er in Washington County, 
near Jackson, Several hun- 
dred miles of giant high 
capacity transmission 


across the state, bringing 
benefits of an expanded 
source of power to some 
500,000 people in South 
Alabama and Northwest 
Florida, 

Some 6,896 homes and 
businesses in Coffee Coun- 
ty served by the lines of 
the Covington Electric Co- 
operative, the Wiregrass 
Electric Cooperative, the 
South Alabama Electric 
Cooperative, Inc., and the 
city of Elba will benefit 
from the new Alabama 
Electric plant which will 
generate power and trans- 


mit it to the local dis- 
tributors, 
The 66,000 _ kilowatt 


steam plant is expected to 
be in use by mid-1968, 
Construction began in the 
spring of 1966 after the 
project was delayed some 
three years by the oppo- 
sition of the Alabama and

LEAFSPOT CONTROL 

All peanut farmers will 
get more detailed informa- 
tion in a few days on leaf- 
spot control, M. D, Bond, 
our peanut specialist, 
points out that in the past 
the problem has been that 
growers started too late, 
put on too little, and quit 
too early, Our present 
recommendations call for 
dusting or spraying tobegin 
when the first spot begins 
on the older leaves, 
Normally, this would be 
late June for varieties 
such as Dixie Runners that

be about two weeks earlier 
for varieties like Early 
Runners and Florigiants.
